make a dramatic personal appearance to prove that he has 
fulfilled the pledge he gave to Lhe September Assembly, and to 
challenge the League to aid the Loyalists. 


A London message says that 
the “Times”, in a lengthy 
article, sums up the situation in 
Spain, observing that although 
the Loyalists claim to have 
inflicted severe losses on the 
attacking forces, their own losses 
have been cruelly heavy. 


“Over 30,000 Loyalist troops have 
been. captured, while there have been 
not a few desertlons, and the Insur- 
gents clalm to ‘have inflicted a total 
loss of over 50,000 men upon’ the 
defendcra. These figures are little, if 
at all exaggerated”, says the paper,’ 

Continuing, the “Times” says: “At 
the moment, General Franco seems 
to be carrying all before him, but 
recollection of the Insurgent failure 
to capture Madrid should give pause

world. I wonder if we have been 
putting our falth in {alse ideals? In 
discussing these things we must not 
Ket up in the clouds of speculation 
or theory. We must remain essentlnl~ 
Ivy practical and in touch with 
everyday — affairs—no nation, for 
example, could disband — its police 
and Its army to-morrow, But are 
we giving full ‘recognitlon to the 
fundamentals on which the world 
situation is based?) Perhaps, funda. 
mentally, natlonnl greatness is great- 
ness of character. There is a prow- 
ing belief among thinking men 
{hroughout the world that thin is 50, 


Thinking Materially 

We have grown accustomed to think 
materinily, Many of tus from our 
youth up hove believed that success 
Iny In umnossing a comfortable for- 
tune. Some even to-day profess to 
belleve that internatlonal Peace will 
foltow If we carry out a really com-

ment. Yet many men with material 
fortunes have found that happiness

“Here, IT saw, was something, which 
went to the heart of the problem. 
Changed human nature could be the 
foundation of world peace, | Nothing 
else could strike at the age-old con- 
ficts which have divided nations.”

Peace in Far East 


In the end, the true interests of 
Hongkong and of East Asia will be 
secured only by the achievement of 
a sound tnd constructive peace which 
ix accepted willlngly by both sides. 
No peace which Js based on vindic- 
tiveness, selfishness, or resentment 
can be effective or lasting, 

One of the strongest factors pre- 
venting, a peaceful solution of the 
conflicts which the world hag had to 
fuce has been prejudice und partlsan- 
ship, The tendency is to take sides, 
both on the part of those concerned 
and of those outside the netual con- 
flict, ‘Fhey look. at the situation with 
prejudiced eyes, “and find it diMctult 
to see any right or justice in the 
other man’s paint of view. I realls- 
ed that my own attitude wag rather 
like that, Can o mon with such 
feellngs within him contribute any- 
thing useful to the solutlon of the 
problems of Enst Asin? 

We Englishmen boast of our 
system of justice. We recognise that 
the primary essentials in our judges 
who administer that system is Im- 
partlnlity and freedom {rom pre- 
judice. Instead of admiring © that 
quality In the abstract St is essentlal 
that each of us should begin to live 
it in his own life, whether he be the 
statesman whose lot it is to take a 
part in the negotiations or the ordin-

A country’s policy may not 
wholly on the right lines—but oa 
country {s not a fixed entity in itself, 
it consists of a number of separate 
indlviduals Uke ourselves pome belnygt 
leaders, others the men-In-the sireet, 

It ts unintelligent and foollsh to 
suppose that any country is com- 
pletely devoid of people who think 
sensibly and unselfishly and who 
have Kindness in their hearts. There 
are such people in every nation, and 
umong that nation’s potentiat leaders 
too, Those people Instinctively wel- 
come n friendly voice from abroad, 
and their constructive views are 
strengthened and consolidated by it, 
so that thelr good influence in thelr 
country's policy carries more weirht. 
If we put ourselves in a position of 
eritleal superiority we can make no 
progress in that direction. It Is not 
enough to think nationally; it 1s not 
enough to think internationully; we 
must think super-nationally, for the 
sood of the world. 

A man who Is really honest with 
himself insplres the respect and con- 
fidence of all, whatever may be their 
race, creed or nation, and only such 
a man or such a ‘nation can make a 
real contribution to the cause ‘of 
pence, Pence Is not a milleand- 
water thing, and {it does not. come 
through negative, — mill-and-water 
methods, It needs cournge, unselfish 
patriotism, freedom from yindictive- 
ness, understanding, generosity—all 
the qualities we most admire in our 
hearts,

the forces which he says have done 
violence to the conscience and the 
common sense of humanity for 50 
long? Are they not | selfishness, 
greed, dishonesty, Inck of confidence, 
fear?

1922, 


Most complete defeat was In lawn 
tennis. Britain falled to obtain a 
single major title in the year, She, 
of course, stood no chance in the 
Davis Cup competition, and the 
Wightman Cup was once ngain won 
by the United States women, while 
the United States clean swept all 
five titles in the All-England cham- 
pionships at Wimbledon. 


ON THE TURF 


The two bit popular races of the 
year, the Grand National Steeple~ 
chase and the Derby Stakes, were 
won by the United States and 
France, respectively, Mrs, Marion 
Scott’s tiny American-bred Battle- 
ship won the chasing bluc-riband, 
and the French- bred Boils Roussel 
won the Derby.

Thelr 
bearing wax quite friendly, At Can- 
ton they went alongside the B. and S. 
wharf, where they unloaded $00 tons 
of coal and firewood for the Shameen 
residents, 


Captain Bolt said that the journcy 
back, for which they had a Japanese 
pilot, was also very quict, They 
were not permitted to bring carto.

Mr, Dayaram Wadhumal, assistant 
manager of Messrs. D. Chellaram, 
Hongkong trading firm, who was 
formerly a frequent visitor to Canton 
and who mnde the return journcy by 
the Kinshan, described conditions in 
Canton, 3 

“The city,” he said, “is open from 
7 om. to 6 p.m. No forelgners are 
alowed to fo out of Shamecn untess 
they have a pass from the Britlsh 
Consulate. At night, except in the 
Japanese homes in Honam, there are 
no lights in the elty, the Chinese 
being forbidden to light lights in 
their homes after dark. 

“About one shop in five is now open 
and there is more activity in the town. 
People are Rradually returning and 
the place Is being cleaned up. With- 
in three months, I thinlc, Canton will 
be a real city once ogain, though the 
damaged parts will take years to re- 

air. 

My, Daynram sald that dance halls 
were being built and would soon be 
opened. There were nbout 200 per 
cent, more gambling houses than be- 
fore the occupation; some streets hud 
as many as 20 or 30 gambling houses. 
The Japanese were providing relict 
by distributing uncooked rice from

The electricity department, states 
that the presence of the bomb was 
not suspected until reports of sabotage 
from other parts of the country were 
recelved, then a detailed examination 
was made. The bomb awaits inspec- 
tlon by Home OMlce and Scotland 
Yard experts. 

There was a further incident to-day 
when an attempt was mado to blow 
up the pylon at Greut Barr, near 
Birmingham. The cxplosion biew 
part of the pylon away, but did not 
interfere with the supply. 

In addition to the precautions taken 
at power statlong’, gas works nnd 
public buildings throughout the 
country, guards have been sent to 
the Midland Reglonnal Broadcasting 
Statlon and to the Midland Regional 
transmitter at Droltwich—Reuter.

THAMES PATROL 


The ‘Thames, since dawn to-day, 
has been patrolled by police bouts, 
while police cars have slowly 
patrolled all the London city districts 
where there is possible danger. 

It Is believed that the demonstra- 
tors, because of the strong police pre- 
cautions, will, in future, act at night. 

Three explosions in the centre of 
Birminghom on Monday afternoon 
remuin a mystery. Police 
and patrols in Manchester, Birming- 
ham «and Edinburgh have — been 
tripled. Especially strongly guarded 
are the Edinburgh suburbs of Porto 
Bello und Granton, where are the 
power stations supplying half of 
Scotland with electricity, one of 
them being recently completed at a 
cost of £2,000,000, 


ANOTHER EXPLOSION 


The bomb explosions which urous- 
ed great excitement in Birmingham 
and its vicinity on Monday, were 
nugmented by a further attempted 
bombing , to-day, when an explosion 
occurred ‘at Great Barr between Bir- 
mingham and Walsall. 

Intention in this cuse was evident- 
ly to destroy the must of the high- 
tension cable, but the only damage 
done was the breaking of one sup- 
port, 

A second bomb which had not 
exploded was found in the vicinity. 

Police protection has now been 
extended throughout the Midlands, 
and all power plants, gas works, and 
radio stations are under constant 
guard, while police patrols have been 


‘stutioned on the highways so that 


they can move rapidly to any polnt 
of disturbance, 

Anxiety has been extended to Lon- 
don, where all the underground 
stations this evening were patrolicd 
by the police. - 

In Liverpool, specinl, precautions 
have been taken to prevent bombing 
of the docks or damage to ships, since 
all ships coming from Ireland dock 
there. : 


TENSE ATMOSPHERE 


According to the Belfast press this 
evening, the whole of Northern Irc- 
land fs quict, but a tense atmosphere 
prevalls, All State buildings arc 
guarded and police are patrolling the 
streets, while the reserves have been 
culled to barracks In case of emer- 
gency. . F 

A particularly heavy patrol is be- 
ing maintained on the frontier be- 
tween Northern und Sounthern Ire- 
land. 

A Inter report says that in the 
course of police Investigation of the 
Great Barr explosion, numerous un- 
exploded bombs were found, a sack- 
ful of them belng found at one spot. 
These discoveries indicate that the 
bombings are part of a campalgn of 
terrorlsm which had been carefully 
prepared, : 

A strong pollce guard has been set 
up throughout England und Scotland, 
headouarters having recelved a tele- 
phone warning that further explosions 
would occur to-night In London. 

A conference between Mr. Neville

Six months ago a Japanese 
Ambassador said it was already 
destroyed. He gratificd the 
ears of an interviewer from a 
German néwspaper by observ- 
ing: ; 

“The preponderance of 
Great Britain in the Far East 
hag finished for ever, A new 
era in the history of Japan 
has just opened. There can 
be no question of sharing the 
fruits of victory with. the 

Western Powers, but their 

rights will not be touched.” 

The concluding half-sentence 
was evidently thrown in to 
mitigate the brusqueness of 
what had just preceded. It did 
not prevent either Great Britain 
or the United States from lodg- 
ing strong protests in Tokyo 
against interference with their 
rights. 

Japan has her own conception 
of “co-operation” with the 
Chinese for the development of 
China. Whether the Chinese 
nationalist spirit can be induced 
to share the conception remains 
to be seen. That is for China 
herself to say. If she ultimate- 
ly accepts she signs away her 
real independence, and = she 
shakes off the Western “domin- 
ance” to saddle herself with a 
master who will never be 
satisfied. — .

Now, no Englishman is likely 
to deny that the history of his 
country is stained with the most 
appalling crimes. Tho history 
of every country I have ever 
heard of is stained with crimes. 
History, indeed, has been defined 
asa record of the wickedness of 
mankind. 

The German writer is mis- 
taken, however, in his notion 
that the English have attempt- 
ed to make the world forget 
their crimes. 

On the contrary, the best 
accounts of these crimes will be 
found in books by patriotic 
English historians—books which 
can be bought in any bookshop 
or borrowed from any library. 

Froude was the most patriotic 
‘of historians, but he told the 
truth, about the horrors of the 
Elizabethan War against the 
Trish, Sir Harry Johnston was 
famous as an Empire-builder, 
but he wrote a damning indict- 
ment of the cruelty of English- 
men in the old days of the slave 
trade, ; 

Far from attempting to con- 
ceal the crimes committed in the 


name of their country, English- 
men—or some of them at Jeast 
—have been the first to denounce 
them. This hns certainly been 
so Bince the days of the Ameri- 
can War of Sccession. 


In modern times we have had 
two eminent examples of the 
way in which, when a British 
Government did what the con- 
science of many people held to 
be wrong, Englishmen denounced 
it as passionately os any 
foreigner. 

At the time of the Boer War 
many hard things were said of 
England in Continental coun- 
tries, but it was left to a Member 
of the British Parliament, after- 
wards to become Prime Minis- 
ter, Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man, to make use of the phrase 
“metheds of barbarism” jn re- 
gard to the conduct of the war. 

Mr, Augustine Birrell spoke 
of hecatombs of slaughtered 
babes, and a famous English 
journalist, W. T. Stead, iasued 
a pamphlet with the sensational 
title, “Hell Let Loose in South 
Africa.” 

In more recent years, when a 
British Government inaugurated 
the Black-and-Tan policy in Ire- 
land, condemnation of the new 
terrorism ‘was as vehemently 
expressed by British politicians, 
British clergymen, and in British 
newspapers as in any country in 
the world. 

One of the chief differences, 
indeed, between a democracy and 
a dictatorship is that in a democ- 
racy .the Government cannot 
commit a crime without being 
called to account by great num- 
bers of its own people, whereas

ORRY, perhaps, causes as 

many hendaches as any- 
thing else. They are real, not ima- 
ginary. ~A worried person frowns, 
and wrinkles the brows almost con- 
tinuously. <A state of unnatural ten- 
sion js set up in the muscles of the 
scalp, and gives rise to cramp-like 
pain. So besides the original worry 
there is now the burden of fecling 
one is not quite well. 

The worry perpetuntes a_ chronic 
headache that may respond to few 
drugs, while a self-imposed dls- 
clptine of periods of muscle relaxation 
may quickly cure It.

A. particularly melancholy 
feature of the situation in Ger- 
many to-day is the silence of the 
German people themselves about 
the treatment of the Jews. -In 
the case of hundreds of thou- 
sands of them, we may be sure, 
jt is an enforced silence. It is 
all the more necessary that the 
world outside Germany should 
be outspoken in its condemnation 
of anti-Jewish atrocities. In 
condemning them, it speaks not. 
only for non-German peoples but 
for civilised Germany: itself. 


It can give little consolation to” 
a sensitive German, who has 
seen Jews beaten and Jowish 
synagogues sacrilegiously burn- 
ed, to learn that the English once 
made use of Red Indians, who 
scalped their enemies, when 
fighting in America. Tales of 
occurrences in the Indian Mutiny 
make sensational reading, but it 


| is difficult to see how they can be: 


made an argument for turning 
the Jews into a race of pariahs.... 


The truth is, the “you're an- 
other’ method of arguing is. 
childish and is usually the sign 
of a bad conscience. Besides, in 
international affairs, it ia in- 
sincere, as ia proved by the fact 
that no nation refuses to make 
friends with another nation be- 
cause its history has been stain- 
ed with crime. 

Herr Hitler did not shrink 
from grasping the hand of 
Signor Mussolini because Signor 
Mussolini was a fellow-country- 
man of Nero, the Borgias and 
other reprehensible characters. 

Nor, apparently, did Signor 
Mussolini hesitate to take the 
proffered hand, remembering the 
atrocities that characterised the 
Thirty Years’ War. 

Sensible men simply take it 
for granted that the history of 
every nation is a history of 
mixed ‘good and evil—of glorious 
achievements and of crimes as 
unpardonable as Cain’s—and 
that the only wise use of history 
is not to enable nations to hurl 
unpleasant truths at cach other 
but to find in the glorious ac- 
hievements an inspiring example 
and in the crimes'a fearful warn- 
ing.

Individual Straight Thinking — 


Urged by Rotary Speaker 
A plea to every thinking person to re-arm morally against 
‘ the unrestful forces of the world instead of thinking only In 


material term, was made by Rotarian L. W. Amps at the meeting 
of the Rotary Club yesterday under the title “Success.” 


In an eloquent speech, Mr. Amps compared the progress 
‘made in the scientific world with that made spiritually and 
morally by the great nations since the ‘Tréaty’ of Versailles. 
Individual change of heart was necessary. to achieve a return to 
better relations, and in this connection, only a constructive peace 
to which both saldes were fully agreeable could bring hope to 


the Far East. «

The speaker said: —I am very much 
honoured at being asked to ‘speale 
to you to-day, and as these are 
anxious thmes for all of us I would 
Hike to talk a Nttle, if you wil! allow 
me, about some of the principles 
which I have come to regard as 
fundamental to success in inter- 
national affairs, and, indeed, in 
ordinary life. 


Twenty-four years ago the Great 
War was in progress ond we hod 
begun to realise what a bitter long- 
drawn-out conflict it would be. 

I doubt if there wete any of us 
who took part in the actual fighting 
who did not hate It. But there was 
one thing about it that encouraged 
us to fo on; we felt that In the end 
it would be worth while. We felt 
and belleved that this was a war to 
end wars, a war to make the world 
fit to live in, a war fought In order 
to ensure a lasting: peace. We firmly 
believed, however horrible it might 
be at the time, that in the end our 
efforts would be crowned with suc- 
cess, 

What {s success? : 

It {x the thing that each of us 
hopes for, strives after and works 
for all hin Hfe. But have we any 
clearer {dea to-day what success 
renlly involves than we had during 
the Great War when we were giving 
everything we possessed to attain it? 
For the success sin which we placed 
all our hopes and beliefs did not 
materialise. Twenty years later we 
were on the brink of another war, 


even more disastrous, I was ut} 


Geneva during the last session of the 

gue of Nations Assembly — just 
before the recent European, Crisis, 
and the thing we had to face then 
was the: fallure of modern Btates= 
manship to provide an adequate 
answer to the problems of the world 


to-day. 
Feeling of Futtlity 


Never have I felt such a fecling of 
helplessness and futility as 1 did in 
Geneva and later in London during 
the European Crisis. Trenches were 
being feverishly dug In the beuutiful 
London parks and thousands of tiny 
achool-children with labels tied round 
their necks were being hurried to 
places In the country to avoid the 
terrible destruction which seemed 
inevitable in the next’ few days, 
What an end to all the sacrifice and 
hopes of the Great War! 

And yet materially and scientifical- 
‘ly what marvellous successes have 
crowned the efforts of mankind in 
the past few decades. Truly the 
inventive genius of man has reached 
amazing heights. But somehow we 
do not scem to have made corres- 
ponding advances spiritually and 
morally; we have not gained in 
character enough to know how to 
utillse successfully our sclentific and 
material discoveries. The aeroplane, 
for example, has reached a wonder- 
ful level of perfection. I do not know 
how many are now being turned out 
in the world cach day, but it is safe 
to say that 95% of them are designed 
to play their part in the destruction 
of the very civilization which brought 
them to such ag state of perfection. 
Bernard Shaw once sald that he did 
not know whether the other planets 
Were inhablted or not because he 
hadnt been there, but if they were 
he thought they must regard this one 
as their lunatic asylum! (Leughter). 

What Ls the popular conception 
of national greatness to-day? Often 
it is pride .of race, military prowess 
or armaments. The world ts placing 


its fulth ‘in’ rearmament. Each nation 1 


stends to tuke the view that if only 
{t could become strong enough to 
sprend abroad’ ils own culture or 
method of government the Avorid, 
would be all right. But romchow 
this attitude does not secm fo have 
solved the problems of ‘the modern 
world, I wonder If we have been 
puttlng our fnlth in false ideals? In 
discussing: these things we must not 
fet up in the clouds of speculation 
or theory. We must remain essential- 
ly practical and in touch with 
everyday — affalrs—no nation, for 
example, could disband — ffs police 
and its army to-morrow. But are 
we giving full recognition to the 
fundamentals on which the world 
situation fs based? Perhaps, fundna- 
mentally, national preatness is preat- 
ness of chrracter, There is a grows 
ing belle among thinking men 
throughout the world that this fs so. 
Thinking Moterially 

We have grown accustomed to thini: 
mater.ally, Many of us from our 
youth up have belfeved that success 
lay In amnossing a comfortable for- 
tune, Some oven to-day profess to 
believe that international peace will 
follow If we carry out a really com- 
Lrehenslve programme of rearma-~ 
ment, Yet many men with material 
fortunes ‘have found that happiness 
has cluded them, and it is ploin for 
all to see: that the old economic 


structure based on materialism spends 
{ts time resisting as best it may the 
shock of one grave international or 
inter-class crisis nfter another, 
Thinking men of every class and 
tvery nation are’ realising that 
materlallsm must be replaced by’ a 
new moral rearmament of the world 
is to rise above the level of a dreary 
succession of crisis after crisis, 
ultlmately, perhaps, to face the 
destruction of civilization in the 
abyss of a more terrible world war 
than ever before. 

There have been many expressions 
of this view recently. Lord Salis- 
bury, Lord Baldwin, Field Marshall 
Lord Birdwood, Lord Trenchard, 
Marshall of the RA.F, Admiral 
Lord Cork and Orrery and others of 
every shide of opinion have said so. 

Many of you wil! have seen a 
remarkable statement from The 
Times of London on this subject 
whlch was reprinted in the Honekong 
Newspapers n few weeks ayo signed 
by 36 of the leading Britlsh sportsmen 
{n every branch of sport, cricketers, 
Kolfers, prize fighters, Masters of 
Foxhounds, Jockeys, footballers, 
men whose names earry a world- 
wide reputation. They sald they felt 
impelled to take up the call for morc! 
and spiritual rearmament “to awaken 
to their responsibility individuals and 
nations allie, so that. the splrit of 
national service may no longer be 
evoked only when “war seems im- 
minent, but may ever be active in 
the cause of goodwill, mutual under- 
standing and peace”, Why did these 
sportsmen sign that statement? 
Because they were pald for it? No, 
To get in the public eye? They are 
aul there tlready. To curry favour 
with someone? No, They simmed that 
statement because they steadfastly 
belleved that | moral rearmament fs 
fundamentally the only answer to the

A number of Lavour. leaders in 
England, including the chalrman of 
the Trades Union Congress, officials 
in miners’ and ahlpbuilders’ Unions 
and a number of Labour Members of 
Parilament, recently issued a mani- 
festo in the English Press calling 
members of thelr party to pinay a 
declsive part in the reconcillation of 
nations by Moral Re-armament. The 
munifesto states: “During these daya 
the world has been on the abyrs of 
catastrophe, and the danger {s not yet 
averted. The crisis calls on us to 
face reality, and forces on us the 
adoption of a constructive Policy that 
will: make imposalble Its recurrence. 

“This makes it imperative .for 
Labour at the present crisis, not only 
to sco cleurly the root causes which

ore at work, but to discover the best 
way to cradicate them. . 

“Basically the world unrest is to 
be found in the root disense .of 
materialism showing itself in wide- 
sprend selfishness, fear, and greed— 
not in this natlon or in that, but in 
all, We are all guilty, 

“Labour in-all countries, if true to 
its traditions of placing human and 
spiritual values before material 
things, can build bridges over na- 
tionnl barriers and play o decisive 
part In the reconciliation of nations: 
it can make such a contribution te 
world conditions that the volce of 
faction and self-interest can be 
effectively dealt with, fear will go, 
und God's yreat plan for mankind 
will be revealed and find expression. 

“This is what moral re-armament 
really means for Labour. Labour 1s 
pradunlly realising thls in every 
country and making this its objective. 

“Inspired by such a spirit, Labour 
would have moral authority suMcient 
to challenge all sections of every 
community, nnd to call for thelr co- 
operation in framing ond applying 
a pollcy which would confront 
materialism with its only manter.” 


Fundamentals of Success 

This Is not the expression of a pi, 
religious theory; I am speaking of 
the fundamentals of success. We 
cannot get success without it, Strain, 
anxiety and worry have increased 
enormously in the last 100 years, 
with the result that we are told by 
the medical authoritles that in Eng- 
lund alone there are 4,000,000 people 
who require treatment for neurotic 
disorder, while 200 English men and 
women attempt sulcide every week. 
Can the basic underlying motive of 
business have become falsified? 
There is enough for everybody's need, 
but not enough for everybody's greed. 

The name of the head of a 
Successful business in London 
Will be well known to many 
of you. Mr. Austin Reed's 
koods can be purchased as far away 
from home as Hongkong? “He wrote 
fo The Times recently as follows: 
“To-diy many business men {eel 
themselves forced to live on lower 
ethical levels than they themselves 
would choose, The world of business 
fs now recognising that deterioration 
in moral and spiritual values Is at 
the root of the world’s economic pro- 
blems, Moral Rearmament in busi- 
ness means a return to its true‘pur- 
pose, and it js my belief that it will 
Provide that confidence and unity 
which is the one true foundation for 
permanent economle recovery, We 
need to co-operate with each other 
in the service of the nation instead 
of fighting; one another to get our 
own way, I um convinced that to 
bring about this new spirit in Eng- 
land js the highest form of national 
service.” . 

1 have spoken mainly of Europe 
so far, but the principles remaln the 
Same for us in Hongkong. The Far 
East has problems to face which ore 
In no way less than those which 
Europe has been facing. We have 
many advantages here in this Colony; 
we ure not called upon to face the 
horror and suffering of war. It is a 
great opportunity for us to play an 
actlve part in helping to find tne 
solution to the problems of East 
Asia, We can, of course, be apathetic 
und say that we are a British Colony, 
that it is no business of ours to med- 
dle in the affairs of other nations, 
and that such things should be dealt 
with by the Foreign OMce. But is 
that sound reasoning? 

The future success of the Colony 
is bound up with the Prosperity of 
East Asia. And on what docs that 
depend? Some of us have hoped 
that the side we happen to favour 
might win the war; but we have had 
ample evidence already that in 
modern warfare victory In the Aelia 
does not necessarily bring success, 
Prosperity can only come to the Far 
East by the ultimate achievement of 
a lasting constructlye Peace, It may 
not come yet, but If we are even- 
tually to-achleve anything we must 
keep In mind the goal towards which 
we are aiming. 

I was speaking the other day to 
one of Hongkong’s leading business 
men about my faith In the future of 
trnde in East Asia, which I nald 
would depend on a Insting peace, 
He thought Iwas an optimist and he 
reminded me of the failure of our 
own efforts at penee In Europe after 
the Great War, He wus quite right: 
but cannot East Asin profit from 
what we have Icarnt of that failure? 
It ts notain the treaties themselves 
that we should place our security, 
but in the basis on which they are 
built. There was an interesting or- 
tIele in the S.C. M. Post 2 few days 
ago by Bernard Bourdillon who was 
one of the British delegates to the 
Versuilles Peace Conference, May I 
recall It to your mind by rending a 
a short extract? : 

“I suppose I was an {deallst in 
December 1918”, he writes, “when 
I was helping to prepare for the 
Paris Peace Conference, which re- 
drew the mop of half the world, Yet 
even then we ought to have realised 
we could not make a Insting peace 
in the atmosphere of war which still 
reigned In our cotintries. In England 
we had just had an election at which 
crics came up such os those of 
“Hang the Kalser” and “Squeeze the 
lemon till the pips squeal.” 

“Et was working in tho British De- 
legation at the Pete ‘Conference. 1 
remember on atmosphere of total 
condemnation of our ex-enemies in 
the war, which in spite of the termn 
of the istice, wag held to justify 
expropriation of all thelr agecta and 
colonies abroad, the giving to our

“Now, after twenty years, we have 
seen the barrenness of our attempt 
to build a new order of things with- 
out a fundamental change in human 
noture. We have tricd to build 
a new world on the sume 
foundations ns had ss crumoied 
beneath the old.” 

“And then,.in the midst of the 
Increasing disillusion of these ycars, 
I came across a factor which gave 
me a new approach to the question 
of international relations. I dis- 
covered that human nature could be 
changed.” 

“Tn country after country I began 
to see the proctical out-workings of 
Moral Re-armement. I met men 
who had been freed from fear, pre- 
judive and raciai hatred. There was 
a Frenchman in Alsace, for instance, 
who had lost his hatred of the Ger- 
mans. There was a South African 
economist, who had learned to love 
the race which had caused the death 
of his father in the Boer War. There 
was o Balkan revolutionary who had 
given up a revolution of guns for the 
sake ‘of an inner revolution which 
could unite his country. I could 
multiply such instances by thou- 
sands.” 

“Here, I saw, was something which 
went to the heart of the problem. 
Changed human nature could be the 
foundation of world peace. Nothing 
else could strike at the age-old con- 
flicts which have divided nations.” 

That is what one of the . British 
Delegates at the Versailles Peace 
Conference thinks. 


Peace in Far East 


In the end, the truc interests of | 


Hongkong and of Eust Asia will be 
secured only by the achievement of 
a sound and constructive peace which 
Is accepted willingly by both sides, 
No peace which Is based on vindic- 
tiveness, selfishness, or resentment 
can be effective or lasting. 

One of the strongest factors pre- 
venting a penceful solutlon of the 
conflicts which the world hos had to 
fuce has been prejudice and partisan- 
ship. The tendency {fs to take sides, 
both on the part of those concerned 
and of those outside the nctunl con- 
Ulct. They looks at the situation with 
prejudiced cyes, and find it diMcult 
to sce any right or justice in the 
other man’s point of view. I realis- 
ed that my own attitude was rather 
like that. Can a man with such 
{celings within him contribute any- 
thing uscful to the solution of the 
problems of East Asia? 

We Engtiishmen boast of. our 
system af justice. We recognise that 
the primary essentluls in our judges 
who administer that system is im- 
purtiality and freedom from pre- 
judice. Instead of admiring that 

ality in the abstract it Is essential 
that each of us should begin to live 
it in hls own life, whether he be the 
statesman whose lot it Is to take a 
part in the negotlations or the ordin- 


ary man who forms the public.

According to figures releascd here 
by tho Minister of the Interfor, Mr. 
McEwen, Australfa's aboriginal 
population, which st Juno 30 ‘Inst 
year was estimated at 62,835, had 
{ncreased in 10 years by 3,459, 

The number of half-castes had ine 
creased in that time by 9,499 from 
15,462 to 23,950. 

Mr. McEwen said that it won estl- 
mated that there were about 26,500 
nomadic aboriginca in Australia, 

Approximately 07,253 square miles 
of the Northern Territory’ were re- 
served exclusively for aborigines; 
1,609 square miles were Ieased to 
miesions, and on the 215,162 square 
miles under lease or licence, nborl- 
fines were permitted to hunt: and 
live. 

A further area of about 236,840 
square miles was unoccupied and 
available for the full use of natives. 
candies

It is unintelligent and foollsh to 
suppose that any country is com- 
pletely devold of People who think 
sensibly and unselfishly ond who 
have kindness In thelr hearts. There 
are such people in every natlun, and 
among that natlon’s potential leaders 
too. Those people instinctively wel- 
come a friendly yoice from abroad, 
and thelr constructive views are 


‘strengthened and consolidated by it, 


s0 that thelr good influence in their 
country's policy carries more weight. 
If we put ourselves in a position of 
critical superiority we can make no 
progress In that direction. It fs not 
cnough to think nationally; it fs not 
enough to think internationally; we 
must think super-nationally, for the 
00d of the world. 

A man who is really honest with 
himself inspires the respect and con- 
fidence of all, whatever may be thelr 
race, creed or nation, and only such 
a man or such a nation can make a 
real contribution to the. cause: of 
Peace. Peace is not a -milk-and- 
Water thing, and {it does not come 
through negative, milie-and-water 
methods. It needs courage, unselfish 
patriotism, freedom from vindictlve- 
ness, understanding, generosity—all 
the qualities we most admire in our 
hearts, : 

His Excellency the Governor has 
given us a New Year | message of 
encouragement and hope. What are 
the forces which he says have done 
violence to the conscience and the 
common sense.of humanity for so 
long? Are they not selfishness,

tha University of Columbia. 

The system has been perfected by 
Major Edwin Armstrong, Professor 
of ‘Electrical Engineering at the 
Unlversity. 

Mojor. Armstrong's system involves 
entirely new methods of transmission, 
radically differing from those In- 
vented by Marconi, de Forrest and 
other ploneers. 

The new system employs ultra 
short waves of between ten and one 
metres, with frequencies varying 
from 30,000,000 to 300,000,000 cycles 
per second, ; 

Although these high frequencies 
are used—the highest cexperiment- 
ally—In the old system ‘at present 
employed throughout the world, It 
fs claimed that Major Armstrong’s 
invention entirély overcomes pre- 
sent disadvantages, such as fading, 
skipping, quasl-optical range and 
man-made Interference from motor 
cars and other electrical devices,

It did 
not prevent either Great Britain 
or the United States from lodg- 
ing strong protests in Tokyo 
against interference, with their 
rights. 

Japan has her own conception 
of “co-operation”: with the 
Chinese for the development of 
China. Whether the Chinese 
nationalist spirit can be induced 
to share the conception remains 
to be seen. That is for China 
herself to say. If she ultimate- 
ly accepts she signs away her 
real independence, and she 
shakes off the Western “domin- 
ance” to saddle herself with a 
master. who will, never be 
satisfied. 


Whither Weather?

OTHING could be 
more human than the 
reply of the German 
newspapers to the horror 
expressed in England at the 
persecution of the Jews 
after the murder of a Nazi 
diplomat in Paris. 


The reply was, in effect, 
“You're another,” and not only 
this but “You were always 
another.” What could be. more 
human than that? 


In its attempt to prove that 
England had committed fiar 
worse crimes than those of 
which the Germans have re- 
cently been accused, one Berlin 
newspaper published a front- 
page article entitied “England’s 
Bloodstained Path to Power,” in 
which the writer declared: “The 
British Empire was built up with 
streams of blood, injustice, the 
breach of treaties, and ferocity.” 

He added incidentally: ‘‘Eng- 
land has always known how to 
make the world forget these his- 
torical crimes.” 


Now, no Englishman is: likely 
to deny that the history of his 
country is stained with the most 
appalling ‘crimes. The history 
of every country I have ever 
heard of is stained with crimes. 
History, indeed, has been defined 
as a record of the wickedness of 
mankind. : : 

The German writer is mis- 
taken, however, in his notion 
that the English have attempt- 
ed to make the world forget 
their crimes. 

On the contrary, the best 
accounts of these crimes will be 
found in books by patriotic 
English historians—books which 
can be bought in any bookshop 
or borrowed from any library. 

Froude was the most patriotic 


of historians, but he told the’ 


truth about the horrors of the 
Elizabethan War against the 
Irish. Sir Harry Johnston was 
famous as an Empire-builder, 
but he wrote a damning indict- 
ment of the cruelty of English- 
men in the old days of the slave 
trade. 

Far from attempting to con- 
cenl the crimes committed in the 


name of their country, English- 
men-—or some of them at least 
—have been the first to denounce 
them. ‘This has certainly been 
so since the days of the Ameri- 
cnn War of Secession. 


In modern times we have had 
two eminent examples of the 
way in which, when a British 
Covernment did what the con- 
science of many people held to 
be wrong, Englishmen denounced 
it as passionately as any 
foreigner. 

At the time of the Boer War 
many hard things were said of 
England in Continental coun- 
tries, but it was left toa Member 
of the British Parliament, after- 
wards to become Prime_ Minis- 
ter, Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man, to make use of the phrase 
“methods of barbarism” in re- 
gard to the conduct of the war. 

Mr. Augustine Birrell spoke 
of hecatombs of slaughtered 
babes, and a famous English 
journalist, W. ‘T. Stead, issued 
4 pamphlet. with the sensational 
title, “Hell Let Loose in South 
Africa.” 

In more recent years, when a 
British Government inaugurated 
the Black-and-Tan policy in Ire- 
land, condemnation of the new 
terrorism was as vehemently 
expressed by British politicians, 
British clergymen, and in British 
newspapers as in any country in 
the world. 

- One of the chicf differences, 
indeed, between a democracy and 
a dictatorship is that in a democ- 
racy the Governmént cannot 
commit a crime without being 
called to account by great num- 
bers of its own people, whereas

A. particularly melancholy 
feature of ‘the situation in Ger-- 
many to-day is the silence of the - 
German people themselves about 
the treatment of the Jews. In 
the case of hundreds of thou- 
sands of them, we may be sure, 
it is an enforced silence. It is. 
all the more necessary that the 
world outside Germany should 
be outspoken in its condemnation 
of anti-Jewish atrocities. 
condemning them, it speaks not. 
only for non-German peoples but 
for civilised Germany itself. 


It can give little congolation. to. 
a sensitive German, who has 
geen Jews beaten and Jewish 
synagogues gaecrilegiously burn- 
ed, to learn that the English once 
made use of Red Indians, who 
sealped — their enemies, when 
fighting in America, Tales of 
occurrences in the Indian Mutiny~ 
-make sensational reading, but it 
is difficult to see how they can be 
made an argument for turning 
the Jews into a race of pariaha. ~ 


The truth is, the “you're an-- 
other” method of" arguing is 
childish and is usually the sign 
of a bad conscience. Besides, in 
international affairs, it is in- 
sincere, as is proved by the fact 
that no nation refuses to make 
friends with another nation be- 
cause its history has been stain- 
ed with crime. : : 

Herr Hitler did not shrink 
from grasping the hand of 
Signor Mussolini because Signor 
Mussolini: was a fellow-country- 
man of Nero, the Borgias and 
other reprehensible characters. 

Nor, apparently, did Signor 
Mussolini hesitate to take the 
proffered hand, remembering the 
atrocities that characterised tho 
Thirty Years’ War. 

Sensible men simply take it 
for granted that the history of 
every nation is a history of 
mixed good and evil—of glorious 
achievements and of crimes a3 
unpardonable as Cain’s—and 
that the only wise use of history - 
is not to enable nations to hurl 
unpleasant truths at each other 
but to find in the glorious ac- 
hievements an inspiring examplo 
and in the crimes a fearful warn- 
ing.

Hence, the German Press 
should ask itself, not whether 
England is as bad as Germany 
(or worse) but whether it is 
right to humiliate, oppress and 
torture—mentally if not physi- 
cally—a people who by its re- 
ligious genius transformed the 
civilisation of Europe. 

If England has done worse, or 
is doing worse, than this, 50 | 
much the worse for England.

MACAO SLOOP ON 


HISTORIC VISIT . 


EVENTS OF THREE centuries ago were recalled by 
the visit to Malacca of the Portuguese sloop Goncalo 


Velho, en route from Macao 


The Goncalo Velho is the first 
war vessel flying the Portuguese 
flag to anchor in the Malacca 
roads since the Dutch conquest 
of the Settlement on January 14, 
1641. 


The visit of the sloop was in de- 
ference to wishes by leading Malac- 
can Portuguese residents that a vessel 
of the Portuguese navy should visit 
the scene of the triumph of Albu. 
querque and his principal captains, 
Thexeira, Nunez, Fernandez and 
Gomez, whose descendants are still 
living in Malacca, 


BESIEGED BY DUTCH 


The last Portuguese Governor, 
Manual de Souza Couthino, put up 
a strong resistance before the on- 
slaught of the Dutch, and a long 
siege began in June, 1640. 


Assisted by the then Sultan of 
Johore, the Dutch launched _uttack 
after attack reinforced by a fleet of 
40 sail and 1,500 men supplied by 
the Sultan, but by December no 
great progress had been made, though 
the Portugucse garrison was reduccd 
by starvation and casualties to 200 
Europeans and 500 Eurasians. 


Before siefe the population of the 
town had been estimated: at 20,000, 
after its capture there were only 3,000 
survivors. The Dutch also lost 
heavily. 


But it was not these dismal 
happenings 680 much as the mect- 
ing of the descendants of Malacca’s 
Portuguese ploncers and the sons 
of modern Portugal that gave tho 
visit of tho sloop: special Interest, 


Malaccans entered Into the spirit 
of the occasion with enthuslasm. 
and officers and men of the sloop 
were soon monde to feel that they were 
among people of thelr own race. 


WARMLY WELCOMED 


Capituo do Fragata Owen Pinto 
and his officers and men were warm- 
ly received by Rev. Father A. M. 
Coroudo, Vicar of St. Peter's Church, 
Malacca, and the reception committee 
of' the Eurasian Association. The 
Portuguese Commander first paid on 
official catl on Mr, G. W. Bryant, Re- 
sident Councillor, and the Commander 
and his ‘three senior ofMicers, to- 
rether with Rev. Father Coroada, 
dined at the Residency. 


Meanwhile some of the officers and 
men of the sloop were entertained at 
a tennis party held by the Eurasiun 
Association on St. Francis Institution 
courts, Men were supplied with 
buses in which they went on sight- 
sceing jaunts, while members of the 
reception commitee took the officers 
round in thelr cars. 


INTEREST IN RUINS 


Great interest was evinced by the 
visitors in the ruins of the Church of 
Our Lady of the Annunciation, re- 
named the Church of St. Paul by the 
Dutch, which stands on St. Paul's 
Hi. This church was at one time 
surrounded by one of the strongest 
forts ever bullt by the Portuguese in 
the East. : é 


Rev. Father Coroado. entertained 
the Commander and some of the 
oMecers and sailors to dinner at the 
Parochial House, and earlier there 
was a tea party on board ship at 
which the officers entertnincd the 
members of the rcecption committee. 


‘Meanwhile the Commander issued 
a general Invitation to members of 
the public generally to visit the ship 
and there wns a constant stream of 


launches going backwirds and for- 
wards from shore to ship, many 
hundreds of people, the mnjority of 
them women and children, taking 
advantage of the Invitation. 


The ship resumed ils voyage from 
Macao fo Vortugal by way of Colomlo 
and Goa at daybreak on January 7 
after having pald a memorablo visit 
to the scene of one of the most colour- 
ful cplsodes in Portuguese colonial 
history.

Lawn fennis, golf, cricket, horse-racing, and 
rowing, all saw_the flags of forcign countries at 
the masthead on nearly every occasion there was 


a foreign challenge. 


And the stars and stripes of the 
United States was the flag most often 
run up. 


Bingest sporting disaster of the 
year for the British was the loss of 
the mythical “Ashes”, in the series 
of five test cricket matches against 
Australia, 


And bigest success was winning 
the Walker Cup, trophy for the bi- 
annual amateur golf match between 
Britain and the United States, for 
the first time since Sts inception in 
1922, 


Most complete defeat was in lawn 
tennis. Britain failed to: obtain a 
single major title in the year, She, 
of course, stood no chance in the 
Davis Cup competition, and the 
Wightman Cup was once again won 
by the United States women, while 
the United States clean swept all 
five titles in the All-England cham- 
plonships at Wimbledon. 


_ ON THE TURF 


The two big popular races of the 
year, the Grand National Stecple- 
chnse and the Derby Stakes, were 
won by the United States “and 
France, respectively, Mrs. Marion 
Scott's tiny Americun-bred Battle- 
ship won the chasing blue-riband, 
und the French-bred Bois Roussel 
won the Derby, 


Suecesses by foreign horses, prin- 
cipally French, in other important 
races, have astounded racing circles 
hitherto convinced thst the English 
horse was practically supreme on its 
own tracks. :

Crowds of 20,000 to 30,000 turned 
out. daily for the four-day test 
matches, Gates were closed long be- 
fore py was due to start, and 
ground records went by the board.

Theft Of Junk In 
Long Kat Village 


SENTENCE of four years’ im- 
prisonment with hard labour was 
imposed on Tang Sav, 44, a 
fisherman, when found guilty 
before Mr. Justice R. E. Lind- 
sell at the Criminal Sessions this 
morning of a charge of robbery 
of n junk in Long Kat village,

Tang io alleged to have been a 
member of n gang of seven persons 
who boarded a junk belonging to Lim 
Choy at Long Kat Village and tool 
nway a portion, of the cargo consist- 
ing of ples, ducks, chickens and rice. 

A report was Inter made to the 
Police, and on December 12, a boat 
belonging to Tang was recognised by 
Lim us belonging to the robbers: 


PICKED AT LINE UP 


Tang was subsequently put up for 
identification, and Hdentified without 
hesitatlon by three of the fokis of 
the junk as one of the robbers. 

Evidence of arrest was given by 
Detective Kwong Hing, who said de- 
fendent was urrested by him on 
December 18 just after he had gone 
ashore from the Sal Kung wharf. 
The Heenee for the boat was found 
at his house on December 20. 

Tang, in evidence, sald the report 
of the robbery to the Police was a 
false one, and that the goods had 
been disposed of in order to cheat the 
owners of the caro. 

Questioned by Mr. J. B. Prentls, 
Assistant Chown Solicitor, who pro- 
vectited, Tang sald he was Identified 
at the parade because his clothing 
was different in colour and texture 
to the others in the linc-up. He ad- 
mitted that he was not known to the 
complainant or his folds, and sald he 
must have been pointed out to the 
witnesses by the Police. 

After a short retirement, the Jury, 
which comprised Messrs. G. W. Tate 
(Foreman), Ng Ching-Ikwong, H. E. 
Nielson, A.-F. Noronha, F. X. Silva, 
KE. F. S. Baker and J. F. Tavares re- 
turned a unamimous verdict of 
pruilty. , 

In’ passing sentence, His Lordship, 
Mr. Justice Lindsell, said he was also 
taking into considerntion the Imputa- 
tions cast on the Police and witnesses 
during the course of his evidence.

The motion also proposes that 
legisintion should be adopted provid- 
ing o Royal Great Seal for the King- 
dom of Cannda, and that the Royal 
Signet should be vested in the custody 
of the Prime Minister.—Reuter.
